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The Indian Mutiny. — The secret spring of tliat 
strange revolt which, one fine morning in last May. 
Isnki out at Darrackpoor, in Bengal, and ail but sini- 
ilutaueously at Meerut and Delhi, in diitant q nat- 
ters of the same Province, and which, as our readers 
know, has since extended to nearly the whole of the 
•iativ* army of that chief center and seat of the 
British empire in India, is still in some degree a con- 
1 point, and will prohahly long remain one. 
It certainly is a point of no slight consequence. 

The controversy, however, relates, after all, to the 
<-omparative efficiency of several undisputed agen- 
riea rather than to the existence of the agencies 
themselves. The question, it must be confessed, is 
not respecting what produced the revolt so much as 
what part a variety of unquestionable causes re- 
spectively bore in the work. The inquiry, no doubt, 
is thus, divested of much of its interest, and of no 
-mall degree of its importance. It is not denied, in 
general, that the Government of India has always 
lKen practically irresponsible, that its policy and 
couduct have not invariably 1 eei what tbey should 
be, that its servants, civil and military, have com- 
mitted many outrages, and some great and thrilling 
atrocities, and that, in particular, the officers of the 
Sepoy regiments have of late years been singularly 
fruitful in flagrant sins both of omission and commis- 
sion. And, furthermore, since the proclamation is- 
sued from the head-quarters of the mutineers at Del- 
hi, it is. we believe, universally conceded that the 
proper effect of these related delinquencies and enor- 
mities has ripened in the bosom of the Mohamma- 
den rather than in that of the Hindoo section of the 
population of India. In other words, it appears to 
l»e settled among intelligent people that, while uu- 
dlj/ibtedly begotten of misrule, the controlling spirit 
fcf the revolt is Mohammaden, and that the Hindoos, 
so far as they are implicated in it, are simply the 
ild« and tools of the crafty followers of the Great 
■ ftgk\. Whether, however, one species of misrule 
or another has been more efficient in begetting the 
revolt is a matter of far less present interest than the 
means of effectually suppressing it. The first and 
capital necessity is that of vindicating the ritish 
supremacy in the revolted districts. This is e ob- 
vious dictate of common prudence and of mmon 
sense, and it is not surprising that the Britith gov- 
ernment and public have from the begining fully re- 
cognized its urgency. It is only natural that this 
point should now absorb almost the undivided at 
tention of the press and Ministry of England. 

Neither, we perceive, appear to entertain the 
slightest doubt in relation to it. Nor should they, 
in our judgment. We think it susceptible of mor- 
al demonstration that the troops now on the road 
to India will make thort and decisive work of the 
mutiny when they get there. Any other result, 
indeed, woald violate all rational probability. The 
native army in Bengal, to which the mutiny is con- 
fined, consists of some one hundred and fifty thou 
sand men, the larger number of whom have been 
disbanded, and are scattered throughout the Presi- 
dency and its dependencies in a state of utter dis- 
order. To oppose this army of mutineers and vag 
abouds England will have, within less than a month 
from to-day, a force of at least forty thousand Eu 
ropean troops, aside from the few native regiments 
that axe still true to their colors, and exclusive of 
the regular armies in Bombay and Madras, which, 
it is fair to presume, will be kept where they are, 
to guard against possible local emergencies. As- 
suming that one European soldier is equal to five 
Sepoys, a very moderate assumption, the certainty 
and decisiveness of the triumph of the English ia 
established beyond a reasonable doubt. But, in fact, 
/^uropean is equal to at leist ten natives. The 
pKents of the present revolt as well as tlie whole 
liiftory of British India show this. At Plassey, whir* 
Clive won the Empire which his successors have 
now to preserve, one Englishman proved himself an 
cvermatch for more than fifty natives, two-third's of 
that young conqueror's little army of three 
natives, while t 



thousand strong. And it is but yesterday, that the 
gallant Havelock, with two t! ou sand men, routed the 
infamous Nena Sahib at the head of his thirty thou-, 
sand miscreants, and that the garrison of Agra re- 
pulsed with equal gallantry a besieging force of 
more than ten times their number. Nothing, we 
conceive, is clearer than the perfect ability of the 
troops that will soou be at the seat of the revolt to 
suppress it promptly and effectively. That they 
may enter upon their work at the earliest ] MtiUf 
moment is our most fervent wish. The mutiny has 
lasted long enough for the lesson it is adapted to 
teach. Neither the welfare of the Hindoos nor of 
the world at large, neither humanity nor civiliza- 
tion, can, in the strictest and most pitiless con- 
struction of the law of retribution, demand its lon- 
ger continuance. Its moral is already stamped 
upon the rulers of India in ineffaceable characters 
of blood. 

Undoubtedly the world, if not their own con- 
sciences, will hold them to a strict responsibility for 
the manner in which they improve it. And, as they 
must vividly realize, the future, that inexorable 
reckoner of all political accounts, will hold them to 
a resjwnsibility equally rigorous. Their task is a 
most critical one, and it is evidently not half over. 
It has scarcely begun. After the revolt is quelled, 
and we trust sincerely that it will be quelled without 
any manifestation of that spirit of vengeance which 
sullies and dishonors the columns of the London 
press, after the sovereignty of British sway is justi- 
fied, and the last trace of insubordination has van- 
ished before the flushed majesty of order, then the 
real work of the Government will begin. The in- 
quiry to which we first adverted will then assume 
the precedency it does not at the moment deserve, 
and the entire question of the British rule in India 
will come up for investigation and reform. Then, 
we trust, ■will commence that searching relf-scrutiny 
and purgation so eloquently urged hy Burke in his 
speech on the trial of Warreu Hastings. "My 
Lords," said the great orator, "to obtain empire is 
common; to povern it well has been rare in leed. 
To chastise the guilt of those- who have been instru- 
ments of imperial sway <>ver other nations, by the 
high superintending justice of the sovereign State, 
has not ma::;, .-triking examples among any people. 
Hitherto we have not furnished our contingent to 
the records of honor. We have been confoui:de<l 
with the herd of conquerors. Our dominion has 
been a vulgar thing. But we begin to emerge; and 
and I hope that a severe inspection of ourselves, a 
purification of our own offenses, a lustration of the 
exorbitances of our own power is a glory reserved 
to this time, to this nation, and to this august tri- 
bunal." Burke was mistaken; but. in a spirit of 
generou* friendship for Old England, let usl.ope that 
the glory which his time rejected has been reserved 
to our own.

Bon Baits. — The recurrence of a frightful ma- 
rine disaster, such as the wreck of the steamer 
Central America, always brings forward valuable 
suggestions for providing against the loss of life in 
sudden eme.rgencies. Life-boats and life-preservers 
do not furnish the proper remedy. The former are 
either swamped or dashed to pieces, while the lat- 
ter, unless made of cork, are liable to lie torn or 
punctured and thus rendered worse than useless, in 
fact a superadded weight for the drowning victim to 
carry. Bafts are sometimes constructed, but, from 
necessary haste, they are frail and insecure, while a 
plank, the last desperate (Bsert for "the bold swim- 
mer in his agony," is too often only a terrible pro- 
longation of the certain doom. On our large rivers 
emergencies sometimes arise, either from fire or 
snagging, the dangers of which a little prudent 
forethought might diminish if not entirely avert. 
Of the many recent suggestions submitted to pub- 
lic consideration one of the most valuable, as it ap- 
pears to us, is the construction of rafts of rope net- 
ting, supported all around by corks, and they are 
peculiarly applicable to our inland navigation. 
Thefce rafts might be made of any convenient size 
from tarred rope and rendered buoyant by cork 
along the sides and at intervals throughout the en- 
tire network. They could not be broken and may 
be grasped at any part and the hold easily retained. 
Women and children especially would find their 
benefits, while they would be always ready and oc- 
cupy but little space in stowage, from their flexibili- 
ty. The idea is certainly worthy of attention, and 
we cannot imagine any objection to the practical 
working of these rope rafts, which seem to combine 
advantages superior to any other means of safety 
yet originated. Some of our enteprising steamboat 
captains might experiment as to their value, and 
we shall Ije most happy to lay the result of their in- 
vestigations liefore the public.

im I'ank and tiik CbmTS. — One of the most 
singular and unexpected events of recent date is t!ie 
pressure in the money market in the face of the 
fact that the most abundant harvest ever gathered 
in thi- country is now reidy for market, and the ad- 
ditional fact that the amount of money in the coun- 
try employed in business was probably never great- 
er. The disastrous failure of tht Ohio Life Insur- 
ance and Trust Company has doubtless luid much 
to do with the inauguration of the present "crisis," 
hut that alone could have produced no such results 
as are now being experienced i» our commercial 
cities. For nunths past the reflecting part of the 
country have watched with anxiety live i on t.-u't 
draiu of capital toward the Northwest, « hither it 
was drawn by the promise of immense profits, either 
by investments in lands or on "jewt" loans at ux- 
horbitant rates of interest. 

From every part of the country the surplus capi- 
til has been sent forward. Parties who rWtod this 
El Dorado liecame seized with the spirit of specula- 
tion and invested their o.vn pile, and wrote back to 
their friends accounts of fabulous profits to be made 
tnstaufer by the purchase of corner lot?, of "farms 
adjoining the city." I&WM letters, coming as they 
did, from parties known at home as cool, emdBmt 
men, induced the investment of all spare funds, or 
drew them into the vortex, if not toinvest at least to 
loan at fiom :J0 to 50 9c£ V annum. Prudent men at 
a distance from the fascinating influence of the lai.d 
fever foresaw that a collapse would follow such an 
inflation, and that lands, though of good quality, 
could not be worth more than those of the same 
quality in more accessilds location? — hence, while 
many thought the purchase of wild lands at hi^h 
prices impolitic, they nevertheless were willing to 
loan their money to those who thought differently, 
on the common security of that section, viz: Boi.d 
and mortgage, with the power of attorney to sell. 
This form of security was deemed so satisfactory 
that kutyi sums went forward to meet the demaii'l. 
It remains to be seen how far the lender will be iu- 
lemnified when these securities are sold. 

Thi* speculating mania, and the baatMM invest- 
ments ia railtoad enferprizes in the Northwest, fol- 
lowed by the withholding from market the great 
staples of the West, u[>on which ar.- placed our chief 
reliance for bringing specie into the country from 
abroad, may Le ^ct down as the chief causes of the 
existing pressure. 

The best means of arresting tha continnaiion of 
the crisis should be considered, and the lim and 
most important is the restoration of coniidence and 
mutual fori imj rar.ee am< ng merchants. 

The farmers have it in their power to curtail the 
evil more promptly and effectually than r.ny other 
lass of men, and their own interests fortunately 
can be subserved while they apply the remedy. 

It is well kn,,wn that tha crops of all kinds ate 
unu.ually abundant and tine, both in this country 
and Europe. This fact dearly indicates that a 
onsideral.le dec-Hue in pries inu»r be submitted to. 
The contrast between the famine prices of last 
year and tiic superabundance o' the preset:' is so 
great that the majority of the farmers are anwil- 
ling to submit to it. They are therefore wit'uholdinp 
their produce from the market for a Mg&er pric-e. 
Hence, as yet, m great LenciK ha; htfaiaXBetfeaaafl 
to the country from the abundant J ield. The money 
panic must atlect more or less the price of produce, 
and instead of improving it is likely to depreciate 
in price, in proportion to the scarcity of money re- 
quired to move it to the seaboard. Thus the far- 
mers retain their grain which should lie converted 
into money to pay their bills, and the country mer- 
chants are thus deprived of the money required and 
expected to settle w ith the wholesale dealers in the 
city. 

The payment of these little accounts h the only 
permanent means of relief, because, in the aggre- 
gate, they amount to nearly the whole capital of the 
country. Every payment is but furnishing the 
means for other payments, and the riches drawn 
from the soil are the groundwork of a system of pay- 
ments reaching from the small country store to the 
large importer of the seaboard cities. If any farmer 
doubts whether it is his interest to sell his grain at 
the present low prices, let him examine the statistics 
of the present season's products and his mind will 
l>e satisfied on this point. Our European advices 
show that if our surplus is taken there it will be at 
low figures compared with former years. If farmers 
promptly sell their grain and allow it to go forward, 
a considerable portion will be taken for export early 
enough in the season to meet obligations incurred, for 
excessive importations already made. If they hold 
back, they are withholding the means for such pay- 
ments to their own injury, because the accumulation 
of the surplus at the different interior depots must ma- 
terially depress prices, and exports will be made later 
and at greater disadvantage. Their own debts and 
those of their creditors will remain unpaid, and the 
present state of financial embarrassment will remain 
long enough to affect the stability of the whole mer- 
cantile community. We have always upheld the 
farmer in his efforts to obtain the highest prices for 
his produce. We have no sympathy- with the heart- 
less speculator who accumulates his uncertain gains 
out of the "margin" that should go into the produ- 
cers' pockets, but we think the present state of af- 
fairs demands that farmers should provide them- 
selves promptly with the means of paying their 
debts by selling their crops as early as they can pre- 
pare them for the market, even at prices whieh, 
compared with those of former years, seem lor, 
rather than withhold for an advance, which in the 
nature of things is, to say the least, improbable.

a. The said track of the plaintiff and the sides thereof 
were so careles.1/ and negligently left for the whuloof otore 
than three years, and that by reason thereof the \n4 "t 
the pl.iintiif slipped and slid away, and was lost to him, 
and the surface greatly damaged to the extent of dol- 
lars; and by reason of the same, plaintiffs du-eliing-hou.-e 
was undermined and part of it entirely destroyed, to the 
damage of the plaintiff of dollars. 

The app.-lie«i- have been frequently warned of the dam- 
age they were inflic'iug upon plaintiff's property , and ap- 
pellees have often promised to build a wall to protect his 
property, but have failed to comply with their promis-. 

The appellees demurred to the petition. The demurrer 
IM -u-tHiued. The appellant then offered to tile an amen- 
ded petition, which the court refused. Appellant saying 
nothing further, judgment was rendered in favor of appel- 
lees, from which appellant has prosecuted this appeal. 

Ti mendeil iH'titioii si-ts forth that the aopelh-es h-id 

not properly .-loped MM sides of the ditch, but liad careless- 
ly and negligently left them nearly perpendicular, hy rea- 
son of which .the sides cuved in and slid dowi> biking with 
them the surroundiug soil and undermining his dwelling. 
'•If the deleudant had properly sloped the sides and sus- 
tained them by a wall or otherwise as necessary in such a 
soil the damage would not have been done to his prop- 
erty." 

Judge Stites delivered the opinion of the court. 

held — As the appellant had parted with the right of wa 
he must have contemplated and assented to such a use I 
the way as would render it practicable far the pu.-po.- 
for which it was intended. It does not appear from an. 
allegation in the petition that the railroad company used or 
appropriated the way to any purpose not contemplated by 
tiie parties, nor that the company in using the way for the 
track dug the ditch or trench deeper or wider than was ne- 
cessary, or went outside of the width granted for the way. 

The gravamen ot the complaint seems to be that no 
walls were erected for the protvetion of the appellant's pro- 
perty, and the failnre to erect such walls is the negligence 
and carelessness complained of in the original petition. 
Now although the company were bound, in the use of the 
right of way, to observe proper care and precaution so as to 
avoid unnecessary injury to plaintilTsproperty.y.t it did not 
devolve upon them to construct a wall or erect any d< fen- 
ces for the protection of the adjoining property, resulting 
from a proper and reasonable use of the way for the rail- 
road, although such consequences would be injurious, and 
inevitably so, to the plaintiff It is for injury resulting lo 
a man from the careless and negligent use by another ot 
his projierty , that the law affords redrew to the former: the 
latter is not responsible for the reasonable use of his own 
property, although such use may result in damage to his 
neighbor. 

It is obvious from the petition here that the plaintiff knew 
to what use they way would be applied. The prewiwution 
is that he estimated the damage that would necessarily re- 
sult from tbe use of the way for the railroad track. The 
complaint is, uot that it was not used for that purpose, or 
tor a different one, bui that the company tailed to protect 
him by walls or otherwise from the falling in of his adjoin- 
ing land. If the plaintiff desired to be protected from the 
iujury, whieh he himself says was the inevitable result of 
the use of the way without walls to protect the caving in ot 
the adioiuing land, he should have stipulated fur the arec- 
tion of such walls. He parted with the right of way with- 
out such stipulation, and the company then acquired the 
right to use the way for the purpose desigued. It waa not 
then the duty U> protect the plaintiff against consequences 
resulting iuevitably aaU necessarily from such use, or such 
as might have been reasonably foreseen. All the law re- 
quired of them was to observe tliat care and precaution in 
the use of the way that woald prevent unnecessary injury 
to the adjoining property. If the injury complained ot wan 
uot the result of carelessness or negligence in the use of the 
way but if the alleged failure to protect the plaiutiti 's pro- 
perty from consequences inevitable from the proper use of 
the way for the object use contemplated, sneh itcjury furn- 
ished no ground for action. ('J UolU Abr. 505; 12 Mas*. 23i ; 
i; Johnson Mi) 

The demurrer to the petition was, according to the fore- 
going views, property sustained. 

The amended petition, which was offered to be filtsd and 
refused, has not been made a part of the record by a proper 
bill of exceptions, or any order of court directing it to be 
filed as a part of the order noting the exceptions, aad can- 
not be considered on thi* appeal. The mere statement of 
the clerk that the paper copied was the amendment offered 
is insufficient to bring it before this court a* a constituent 
part of the case for revision. The amended petition would 
not, however, if considered, cure the defect* in the original 
petition. Since it makes the Injury complained of the re- 
sult, not of the failure to make the necessary slope aloue, 
but of that and the failure to erect the wall*.

The 
eec.n i nas b;, t...li.;r, and the third was a maa cal'- 
td Pott. r. >. hose body received as many as S&9M 
balls, rtte old m.«n was pureed in the back, and 
his throat cat ii; t'.ree different places. I saw them 
lying devn. and 1 could name tlv per»ons who killed 
them. tMsntai V«-.u h.»'- jot men far this pur- 
pose, 'lheir ntmber is four hundred. They are 
called the "Destroying Angela," Their captain's 
name is William Eficfcann, J.nd the second in com- 
mand is Portir Ikockwell. 

The walls aTound the city are U feet high, and 
they are >ur oaaded by a d^ep and w ide moat. The 
city ii entered by four gates, which are watched in 
the n'ght time. 'I he gates are so narrow tbat only 
one vehicle can pats through at once. The "De- 
stroying Angels'' go out on tiie plains in the spring, 
in order to intercept those who may escape from the 
city. Many left on foot last January. They sleep 
by day and travel by night.

They w ere sent by the au- 
thorities of the city to catch" us. 1 he name of oue 
was Patrick Liuch. an IfMaMH by birth, and Se- 
cretary to Brigliam Young. This "man iired his re- 
volver at me, Lnt the ball went by without hurting 
me. They then came cear us on their horses and 
inquired our names, and, whi n we refused to tell 
them, they sw< re that they would blow "our damned 
brains out. ' With that," one of them raided his re- 
volver as if he was going to use it — he had one on 
each side ol the saddle. I then tcok oat my re- 
volver ai d t ild hi:a to lire if he liked. 

I had six revolvers with me, and a rifl°, contain- 
ing in all thirty-seven balls. Another bail was then 
tired at me. w 'deli w Idb'led by my left cheek. I 
then tired at him, and one bnU hit him on the leg 
and another on the ihoubltr. (My friends bv this 
time had run i. to the woods, and I was lefc to tight 
it out myself.) I then lost my footing, and one of 
the men run at me with a knife and cut my belt and 
took four of my revolvers. I had the other two hid

M. Isaac Pereir . si- 
dent, refused to receive their resignations, 'rone 
of the number, BL Ernest Andre, more posi I • dtan 
the rest, refused to be retained ngaimt hi.- itdi, and 
employed a notary to announce and legalise his se- 
I cession. This step brought the matter to a crisis, 
since, although the Government could prevent the 
I ne-.cs papers from giving publicity to v I at wa., {;oing 
J on, any further attempt at suppression was now rtn- 
I dered useless. The scandal rapidly increased, and 
impressions were current that the C re lit Mobilier 
it s.-li". and not merely BL Au^uste Thurueysscn indi- 
vidually, might poatibrjrbfl implicated in th 1 ? liabili- 
ties of the delinquent. At this stage the necessity 
for Government interference became evident. A 
sudden wit d-up and a forced realization and expo- 
sure of the securities held was to be avoided at all 
c-iSt. The necessary influences seem consequently to 
have been at or.ee put in motion. M. Andro has 
been induced to re enter the direction, and the other 
waverers have all been paciri-d and reassured. The 
concern will therefore f;o on, but happily its prestige 
is lost, and it w LT have little power of future mis- 
chi-f. 

Another link of submarine telegraphic communi- 
cation has just Inen laid. France is now united to 
her c doi.y v f Algeria. Hitherto a sea distance of 
14ti miles bn t waa m C tgliari, in Sardinia, and the Al- 
j;erine coast has remained to be completed. Not- 
withstanding the shortness t) f the di-taiice, the depth 
at one pirt is eijual to the greatest d pth in the At- 
lantic pi. tt-au. 'I he cable, however, was paid out 
rapidly nnd without accident, and little don' t is en- 
tertained ct its permanent safety. Newal! ft Co. of 
Birkenhead, Live:p<x>l, were the manufacturers, and 
they had contracted to take all the risk of the cy.- 
ralion. The length cf line used was 172 miles, and 
its cost £50.000. Its construction was ditfe'ent in 
son-.e impor ant respects fn.m that of the Atlantic 
cable, and Nev all & Co. consider that a considera- 
ble eionomy might have been effected in the latter. 

Whether the Atlantic cable will be purchased for 
either of the projected Indian hi es is still doubtful. 
The Ked Sea Company, who would be willing to 
take it. are not likely to raise their capital, and, as 
the Government have allowed them to the 1st of Oc- 
tober, no other p.irties can take any measures in the 
interval. After that date an arrangement for the 
undertaking is likely to be entered into between the 
government and some capitalists headed bv Baron 
Kothschild. 

Before next summer the Mediterranean will be 
thoroughly intersected with telegraphic cables. 
Austria has decided to lay down a line to Alexan- 
dria at her own expense — allowing the British gov- 
ernment an independent wiie. and an English com- 
pany are now engaged on a line from Malta to Cor- 
fu. To meet all ihe consequent requirements, the 
mauuf icturers are every day improving their ma- 
chinery. Ne» all & Co state in the course of a few- 
weeks they will have brought their works to such 
perfection that they will have the power to produce 
cable as fast as it could be coiled into the hold of a 
ship. 

As I have before said, all the French journals, 
with but one exception, sympathise with the Eng- 
lish in their misfortunes in ti e Eist. This excep- 
tion is the Catholic legitimist paper, the Univer>e. 
That journal wishes Euglaud m:*y be unsuccessful. 
It proclaims English rule in the East as lost forever. 
It wishes the English driven out, because thev are 
as great heretics, and much more dangerous ones, 
than the Hindoos. With their pernicious doctrines 
the people of that country will never be humaniz"d 
and enlightened. If you wish to change the face of 
the country vou must "send out Catholic missionaries. 
These are the opinions of the Universe.
